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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 37-56 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the allowability resides in the 
overall structure of the device as recited by claims 37,50 & 55, and at least in part, because claim 37 
recites: "a base having a receiving portion, a hinge body having an hinge upper portion and a hinge lower 
portion, the hinge upper portion rotatably connected to the monitor, the first and second rotating ends 
rotatably connected to the hinge lower portion and wherein, when the first and second supporting 
elements rotate away from each other, the distance between the first free end and the second free end is 
greater than the opening size of the receiving portion," claim 50 recites: "a hinge body having an upper 
portion and a hinge lower portion, the first and second rotating ends rotatably connected to the hinge 
lower portion, and wherein, when the first and second supporting elements rotate away from each other, 
the angle between the first and second supporting elements increases to a predetermined angle, wherein 
the first and second inclined surfaces stably connect a horizontal surface when the first and second 
supporting elements are disposed with the predetermined angle," and claim 55 recites: "a hinge body 
having a hinge upper portion and a hinge lower portion, the first and second rotating ends rotatably 
connected to the hinge lower portion and wherein when the lower portion is wider than the upper portion 
to accommodate the first and second rotating ends." The aforementioned limitations in combination with 
all remaining limitations of claim 37,50 and 55 are believed to render the claim 37,50 & 55, and all claims 
dependent thereupon, patentable over the art of record. 
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US 6191940 Bl to Ma is considered a close reference to the instant application. Ma disclosed hinges 
(31) & (21) connected to a back surface of a display device (1) and a stand configuration, but is silent as 
the hinges having an upper and lower hinge portion. 

US 6608749 B2 to Hubbard disclosed a receiving portion, but is silent as to hinge body. 
None of the cited references, either alone or in combination, are believed to render the present invention 
unpatentable, as claimed.
